Green Tea, It is with much rey ae 
have again to chronicle anunsati 
season’s business in this article. Th 


reduced shipments to Great Britain of 
last season gave hopes that the London 
market would acqairethe tone thatit has 
long lacked, but so great was the want 
of vitality in it that the short shipments 
scarcely produced any change for the 
better.” The same remarks apply even 
more strongly to the American markets, 
and lessened shipments to that country 
were powerless to prevent the New 
York market from following a down- 
ward course from the date of the first 





arrivals of produce to the very end of 
the season. Never, perhaps, was Green 
Tea so low as in America throughout 


“the spring and summer of 1876, and 
“this makes the early and harried busi- 
_ mess of the season now passing away all 
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the more extradtdinary. In England, 
» common sorts of teas touched a point 
far below the cost of production, and it 
seemed as‘if thé anti-adalteration cry 
had really causéd buyers'to avoid pur- 
chasing this unpopular glass and driven 
them to find a substitute in Oolong or 
Boented Teas. a 
‘he: new Ping-s ‘eas began to 
arrive on the 22nd Juno in small qaan- 
tity, and purchases were made at Tis. 40 
per pical, or several Tacls higher than 
the previous season; a steady business 
continued to be done at gradually weak- 
Gning ‘prices, until the decline reached 
probably Tis, 8per'pical. The quality 
was preferable to that of the teas of 
1875-76, the liqaor being sweeter and 
the prodace showing more care in its 
manipulation, A shop of new Taiping, 
and_ several mes eélé““of local packed 
produce also’ foritid' ptirchasers. The 
business of this month and July was 
probably about evenly divided between 
American and English buyers. 

Daring the latter part of July a con- 
siderable business continued to be 
transacted in Ping-sneys, principally 
for shipment to England, at gradually 
declining rates, until Ser touched a 
point about on a par with the qaota- 
tions’ existing at the corresponding 
périod. of the previous season. 
chop of Tienkai was settled at an 
exceedingly high price, Tis. 37, Wo 
Hung by name, and the harm done to 
the market even by an insignificant 
quentity by this indiscreet action is 
scarcely to be over-estimated. 

Angust was quiet until about the 
28rd inst., the great advance in Ex- 
change having reduced transactions to 
the narrowest limits, and almost the 
only business done was in Fychow, two 
or three chops of which were settled at 
Ts. 24 a-25. Daring this period of 
comparative inaction, Teamen continued 
firm holders, and demanded a price as 
high as Tis, 34 a 36 for their best 
Tienkais, which was one much beyond 
the ideas of buyers. Masters of 
‘Moyunes began to arrive, but few were 
shown on the market, In the last 
week of this month large purchases of 
Ping-sueys were made for the English 
market, The Teas were principally 
common and good medium Kinds, and 
showed some decline on previous valaes. 
Concerning the quality of the New 
‘Tienkais and Moyunes, we can say little 
in their favor.“ It was thought and 
hoped that the bad results in the home 
markets (brought about in a great 
measure by the wretched quality almost 
from first to last of the Moyanes and 
‘Tienkais of the previous season), would 
have made themselves felt to the Tea 
‘Hongs, and from them to the producers, 
and brought abont some improvement 
under’ this head, é 

“We regret to state, however, that the 
lesson appears to have been very nearly 
thrown away upon the grasping native, 
for thé produce of this season scarcely 

slowed any improvement upon that of 
last." Indeed, ‘some Moyanes bearing 
wh tiames were simply wretched 
in qiiality, and’ a ‘disgrace to their 
makers, It is ‘a matter of no wonder 
that, when such produce reaches 
Atmerica, bayers there universally con-

The American trade is perfectly sound 
upon that point, and the lessened sl 
ments of Foochow, Oolong, and Shanghai 
Green Tea year by year augur distinctly 
the practical extinction of the trade 
‘within a very few years, unless some 
great and unlooked-for improvement 
takes place in the mannfactare cf the 
article. In the early part of September 
a moderate business was transacted. 
‘Pwo chops of Tienkai were taken at 
Tis. 32 to Tis. 33, and farther transac- 
tions ‘were afterwards reported in the 
same class at from Tis. 28 to Tis. 32. 
Te Was ‘ot ditil the iniddle or eid of 
September, howevér, that business be- 
came pretty general, and a decline in 
the'Tael priée, in’ conjanction with a 
lower exchange, brought “abont’ this, 
‘The lowest cost purchases of the season 
were made during the middle of this 
month, and as tho end approached 
‘Teamen became firhi holders, and de- 
taanded and Obtained ait advance ‘of 
fully two Taels on the earlir purchases. 
‘The Bengal, the first direct'steamer for 
New York, cleared oni the 19th Sept; 
at which date the -Glenartney, for' the 
same destination, was ‘also reported 
fally engaged. 

Tn October a large demand sprung up, 
apparently withoutany particularreason, 
all country Teas advanced Ts. 1'a2; 
later in tho month an advancing 
exchange checked operations. ' Ping- 
sueys showed no improvement in value, 
and with fall supplies ‘of country Teas 
bayers continued to be rather afraid of 
them. Stocks at'the end of October 
were much reduced. The Glenartney 
and evict cleared for New York on the 
14th inst. 

During the early portion of Novem- 
ber the market was comparatively quiet, 
with few bayers, those being principally 
American operators. Teamen, however, 
continued very firm holders, and were 
indastriously circalating reports of the 
shortness of the crop, which it is our 
misfortane to relate had a great in- 
fluence on the operations of some of 
our bayers, who undoubtedly based 
their operations on a reduction in the 
supply so large, that on the face of past 
experience it is astounding such ideas 
should be held. In the last half of this 
month the market advanced consider 
ably, and many purchases were made 
at an advance of Tis. 4 a 5 from the 
lowest point of the market in Septem- 
ber. Ping-sueys advanced some 15 per 
cent. from the lowest level in Septem- 
ber. At the énd of the month, arrivals 
from the country were on a free scale, 
owing probably to the effect of the big 
advance in prices, which has scarcely 
yet failed to speedily increase supplies, 
from our experience of the China Tea 
trade. The Glenfalloch arrived on the 
28th inst., to load for New York. 

December was a quiet month. Ee 
change again advanced largely an 
checked operations, and advioas froma 
New York continued unsatisfactory.

Common’ Meas have 
shown'lower'prices than probably ever 
existed before, and have ‘been a perfect 
drag. ‘The -courseof the American 
imarket has’ been “almost” persistent! 
downward, and the latest advices indi- 
cate the existence of. a very low range 
of- value. - ‘No doubt the depressed con 
dition of the industries of the country 
has had much to do with the éxisting 
values; but the most important'canse 
we hold to be the large shipmients of 
Japan Tea, which, ‘selling at very mod- 
erate prices, force Green Tea to a lower 
level than any yet known. ‘The sooner 
shippers realise this great fact the bet= 
ter for themselves. The Japan trade 
is growing rapidly. A few years back 
the export for the entire season amounted 
to only 8,000,000-Ibs., whilst last year 
the figares assumed the large propor. 
tions of 25,000,000-Ibs. The: supply ‘of 
Green ‘Tea from China a few years ago, 
was as machas32,500,000-lbs, This year 
it bids fair not to exceed 25,000,000-Ibs. 
of which possibly nearly two-thirds will 
be shipped to America andtheremainder 
toEngland, It will be thus seen thatthe 
one trade isa rapidly growing one, whilst 
the other is languishing, and has for 
years been a steady source of loss tothose

‘THE CAPTURE or ‘MANAS. 
‘Untess the Chinese Generals are laud- 
ing the prowess of the enemy in order 
to exalt their own merit in conquering 
him, it is evident the capture of Manas 
was only achieved after two months of 
harder and more continuous fighting 
than we are. wont to associate with 
Chinese warfare. But also was the 
victory disgraced by the worst barbar- 
ities which the Peking Gazette com- 
placently records as the result of 
Imperialist victories. It was even 
by stress of blockade rather than by 
force of arms, that the garrison were 
eventually overcome; they repelled 
every attack, and it was only after their 
provisions had failed and they had made 
two uusugcessful sorties in the hope 
of opening out a road for escape, 
that their Leader came out to the 
Chinese camp and begged to be per- 
mitted to surrender, Let us quote 
Tso's own account of what followed :— 
“Kin Shan hereapon commanded him 
to deliver up the horses and arms of 
the garrison, and to hand over, in bonds, 
the leaders of the rebels ; after which he 
was to draw up lists of the remainder 
of their namber, who were therenpon 
to be called upon to answer to their 
names, and be severally dealt with 
according to circumstances, Hai-yen 
At daybreak on 
body of 2,000 or 
8,000 of the garrison sallied out from the 
West gate, the centre of the column 

ting in aged persons, women, and 
children, who were guarded on all sides 
by determined fighting men, with arms 
in their hands; and Kin Shun, know-

troops and the force under Kin Shun's 
own command, and the greater number 
of them were put to the sword. One 
of the so-styled Generals of the rebels, 
seeing that all hope was lost, shot him- 
self with a pistol, and every man of 
the scattered host was captured aud be- 
headed by one or other of the cavalry 
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ons, The infantry meanwhile 
bad Iaid hands upon and execated all 
the rebels remaining within the cit 
sparing the women and children and 
aged persons, who were exempted 
from this act of retribution. Hai-yen 
and other leaders were captured alive, 
and after being examined before Kin 
Shun and his colleagues, were put to 
death with the extreme of torture. 
The corpses of Han Hing-nung, Hévg- 
taiin, and other leaders, together with 
the remains of the self-styled Prince 
of the Pare [Religion], T’o-téh-lin 
were searched out and 
exhumed, and out to pieces, as a public

evidently a half-attempt here 
to show that the Mahomedans bronght 
their fate on themselves, by refusing to 
throw down their arms when ordered— 
notwithstanding the admission that the 
Imperial troops were drawn up in such 
@ manner as to prevent escape. But 
the garrison were too well aware of 
what had happened at earlier stages 
of the campaign to offer their throats 
bare to the knife. Their chance was a 
small one; but by sallying out in the 
order they chose, it was just possible 
they miglit by a Incky chance succeed 
in making their way through the 
besiegers’ lines before ‘they were ready 
to attack, Their attempt failed, but 
they bad at least the satisfaction of 
dying with arms in their hands. We 
have said the garrison were too well 
aware of what had happened at earlier 
stages of the campaign to expect mercy ; 
and we are fally justified by precedent 
in refusing to believe that the Chi 
General had the least intention of 
tending it, The siege and capture of 
the city of Sub.chow, the final victory 
at which place was the crowning 
achievement of Tso Tsung-tang’s cam- 
paign against the Mahomedan insurrec- 
tion within the Great Wall, was de- 
scribed in @ memorial published in the 
Peking Gazette of the 28th Dec., 1873, 
in terms even more horrifying than 

e just quoted. We 
find the same incidents, including a 
similar act of deliberate treachery and 
subsequent butchery of the garrison 
and torture of the Commandant, as are 
recorded in the case of the defenders of 
Manas. When the fall of Sab-chow bad 
become imminent, the leader of the 
insurgents, Ma-sze, gave himself up 
and implored that his life might be 
spared. Tso “harrangued him in public 
on his misdeeds, and told him that 
pardon was out of the question, but 
adjared him to cause all the horses and 
arms to be given up, and lists to be 
made ont of the Mahomedans within 
the city, as well as to induce the leaders 
to come out and surrender themselves. 
‘A great number of arms were here- 
upon given up, but only about 70 
horses were forthcoming. The Ma- 
homedans from other parts were here- 
upon ordered to come out from the 
city by different gates. On the 6th 
‘November, one of the chiefs with some 














scores of followers endeayoured to 


make a rash ont of the North Gate, 
bat'the flight was arrested: by General 
Kin Shun, who cut the party to pieces. 
Chinese to the number of upwards of 
1,100, male and female, were gathered 
apart from the Mahomedans. On the 
8th November, Tso ordered Ma-sze 
and eight other chief offenders to 
be.cut in pieces before the troops; 
and on the signal being given by 
the discharge of three guns, 1,573 
prisoners were butchered by detachments 
of the soldiery. The same night the 
troops entered the city, when 5,400 
and odd of the resident Mahomedans 
perished by fire and sword. All that 
remained of the Mahomedan population 
were the 900 and odd women, children 
and old men, who had been previously 
taken.” 

It will be seen, as wo said before, 
that the incidents of the capture of Suh. 
chow were nearly exactly reproduced 
at Manas, except that while Ma-sze 
was merely cut to pieces, Hai-yen was 
killed by the “extreme torture” which 
we described last week, on the faith 
of an eye-witness who saw a rebel 
chief put to death by the process, 
five years ago, in Kweichow. Theman 
was stripped naked and wound around 
with strong iron wire, each coil being 
a few inches from the other, aud 
tightly that it caused the 
flesh to rise between the coils. When 
this was done, and he was securely bound 
to the stake, the executioners began 
their work of slowly picking the flesh 
from the bones with i 
straments something 
pronged fork, Eventually they cut 
off the head from the still living 
skeleton of bones. In both cases 
rewards are given with lavish hands 
to the perpetrators of tl 
cities, without a thonght 
there is anything unworthy 
in the process. it is well that 
attention should be drawn to the 
unutterable horrors thus perpetrated 
in Chinese warfare, for the benefit of 
the sentimental party at home, who 
will probably go into raptares over 
‘Messrs. Kwob, Lin and the other mem- 
bers of the Celestial Embassy, in the 
same breath that they anathematizo 
Turkey for the Bulgarian atrocities.

The knife might ba 
been uscd to open the tea-chests. 

‘There was no other evidence produced to- 
day, but it was said that more would be likely 
to be forthcoming, and a remand was there- 
fore applied for. 

‘The Court, however, decided to commit 
the prisoner for trial, when avy additional 
evidence could be brought forward. The Court 
also offered to accept bail for the prisoner's 
‘appearance, in the sum of $1,000. 

Prisoner said he could not find bail, and 
‘was accordiugly remitted to prison. 























GERMAN CONSULATE.

Juuivs Frevericx Maver alias Brown, 
was charged with stealing nine chests, con- 
taining upwards of 540 Ibs, of green tea, from 
the barque John Potts. 

‘D ‘ge against the prisoner waa stated 
at length, and the evidence of Thomas Cun- 

igham, the chief officer, taken de bene esse, 
the vessel being ready for sea,—The facts are 
of course the same as those sworn to before 
the U.S. Court, so it is needless to repeat 


them. 

Prisoner made a lengthy statement in 
German, the gist of which was that he denied 
the charge of robbery altogether and 
that he bought the tea from two Chinamen 
in the native city. 

The Courr remanded tho prisoner till 
Saturday next, for the completion of the case. 


‘The third prisoner, Hausen, is a Dane, aud 
the case against him will be heard. at tl 
Danish Consulate to-day.

THREATENED TROUBLES IN JAPAN, 

‘The Japan papers, both native and foreign, 
contain very disturbing accounts respecting 
the stato of affairs in the province of Satsuma ; 
Dut there is no confirmation of the rumours 
carrent in Shanghai on Saturday last, that au 
attrek had beeu made on the Mikado's escort, 
and one of the officials killed. The Herald 
says it is reported that on the 3lst of last 
month, the powder manufactory situated at 
Sakurndjima, Kagoshima, was entered by a 
number of shizoku, who’ attacked those in 
charge, and having put thein to fight, pro- 
creiied to help themselves to the powder, — In 
cousequence, the Government, on the 10th 

ast., despatched to Satsuma and neighbour. 
hood, 600. policemen under the direction of 
four ‘officers of the Home Department, A 
Inrge number of men are guarding the fron- 
tiers of Kayosina ken, but it is not kuown to 
what side they belong, 

On the 3ist of last month 200 discontented 
shizeku of Satsuma called for a consultation in 
the first place on **‘Txisho” Saige, and after- 
wards apo au Himamiten, but both of
